“A peculiarity o f the errors discov­ 
ered is that they turn the head o f the 
vessel alw ays toward the N ewfound­ 
land coast, whether she com es from 
the east or the west.

XIII. “our venerable 
brother, Francis, titular archbishop of 
Lepanto.”

Francis Satoili was born in Perugia, 
Italy, in 1839. 
He was educated in 
the diocesan sem inary of Perugia, then 
the most < ml neat ecclesiastical school 
In Italy, over w hich presided Joachim 
Peel i archbishop of Pergula. destined 
some years l iter to be called to tic* 
chair of St. Peter as Pope Leo XIII.

In 1895, tw o years after his appoint­ 
m ent as delegate, Satoili was elevated 
to the college of cardinals and he was 
invested with the baretta by Cardinal 
Gibbons in th e B altim ore cathedral 
in Janu ary, 1S96. 
The cerem ony was 
a m ost imposing urn* and was atten d ­ 
ed by many notables. He was relieved 
of his duties in the United S tates in 
1896 and r ‘turned to Rome. 
On the death of Pope Leo Cardinal 
Satoili was i entioned as his pi* s.hie 
successor.

There are seventeen counts In the in­ 
dictment, and if he is found guilty 
he can be sentenced to a maximum of 
170 years in the penitentiary.

000.

Attorney B arnett will exam ine the 
witnesses and the chief attorney for 
Mr. Jones is ex-Supreme Court Judge 
Hngerud, of Fargo.

Proctor of the treasury departm ent 
is in attendance. 
Court adjourned 
this evening as the last juror was se­ 
cured. 
The ju ry is made up mostly 
of farmers.

Texas and was brought back here by 
the United States marshal. 
As soon as the case was called a 
motion was made by Judge Engerud 
for a continuance on the ground th a t 
Senator Purcell of W ahpeton, also for 
the defense, was not present, but this 
was not allowed.
